The Akhbdr-i- Am (Lahore), of the 30th Jaly, states that 
Lord Ripon’s retire. news has been received from home to 
ment. the effect that Lord Ripon will resign 
his office in November next. The intelligence. will be re- 
ceived with a feeling of profound reg brough 
length and breadth of this country. The firmness and the 
love of fair play displayed by him in conducting the admi- 
nistration are unprecedeated. Unfortunately the efforts made 
by the natives to secure an. extension of his term of office 
have been unsuccessful. But it is some consolation that 
Lord Kimberley, who is reported to be his successor, is a 
thorough Liberal and shares his views.

‘There are at present 84- Extra 
Assistant Commissioners, and the cost of their pay, including 
allowances, amounts to Rs. 88,100. Under the new arrange- 
ments there will be 94 Extra Assistant Commissioners and 
Subordinate Judges in all, and their aggregate pay will be 
Rs.39,850. Thus there will be an increase of tén in the number 
of officers, while the incraase in the cost. will be only Rs, 1,750. 
This clearly shows. how. entirely the claims of the uncove- 
nanted service have been, overlooked. The fact is “that. the
